Completing  a  successful  first  season  as  head  coach,  Jesse  Rigglennan 
mentored  his  Rams  to  a  6-2  record,  winning  the  last  five  consecutive 
games.  The  two  defeats  were  both  by  close  margins,  one  being  deter- 
mined by  a  safety  on  a  muddy  field  and  the  other  being  a  matter  of  the 
victor  scoring  quickly  and  then  playing  three  quarters  of  defensive  ball. 
The  victories  were  all  games  which  were  never  in  doubt  except  for  the 
th  rilling  Potomac  State  Game.  The  Rams'  running  game  was  effective 
all  season  and,  as  usual,  hard  line  play  was  a  great  factor.  Leading  scor- 
ers for  SC  were  "Bunny"  Leonard  with  six  touchdowns,  Barry  Hall  with 
five.  Tackle  Meredith  Boyd  represented  SC  on  the  WVIAC  first  team.

The  Rams  improved  upon  their  season  record  this  year  under  their 
new  coach.  The  team  started  very  slowly  by  losing  four  of  their  first 
five  games,  but  they  bounced  back  after  the  holidays  with  double  wins 
over  Newport  News,  Potomac  State,  Davis  and  Elkins,  and  Shippens- 
burg.  Bridgewater  put  an  end  to  the  Rams'  short  winning  streak,  86-78, 
but  a  few  days  later,  SC  pulled  the  upset  of  their  season  as  they  floored 
Alderson-Broaddus,  83-78.  After  the  regular  season  ended  with  an  11-8 
record.  Shepherd  was  eliminated  in  the  WVIAC  tournament  by  a  top- 
flight Fairmont  five.  Leading  the  Rams  this  season  were  Turner  (17.6 
average),  L.  Bolyard  (17.4),  Grant  (15.5)  and  Omps  (14.4).
